The “ open season’ for the so-called 
common cold Iras again arrived. V ic­ 
tims of this general complaint will 
constantly increase during the win­ 
ter months, large num bers of persons 
will become tem porarily incapacitat­ 
ed, m any will become dangerously 
ill, while yet others will succumb to 
complieal ions. 
In spite of the wonderful strides 
in disease prevention m ade in the 
last few decades, the problem of the 
common 
cold 
yet 
remains 
to 
be 
solved, lf the situation lent itself to 
mass control, there possibly would be 
no 
problem. 
U nfortunately 
how­ 
ever, Hie m atter cannot be handled 
in th at way. 
The solution, in view 
of 
present-day 
limitations, 
rests 
somewhat upon the intelligent co-op- 
eration of the individual. 
So far, 
this has proved to be an unsurm ount­ 
able barrier. 
The trouble arises be­ 
cause the victim fails to appreciate 
the possibility of “ only a cold” . 
In 
fact, with the day’s work to be done, 
it is difficult to be self-persuaded 
th a t one should remain a t home, and 
possibly in bed, if overtaken by such 
an infection. 
Feeling quit© able to 
move around, it is hard to realize th a t 
rest 
and 
care 
r* present 
the 
best 
treatm en t not only for the cold it- , 
self but as a preventive of more dan- { 
gerous supplem ental conditions. 
The average person argues th at 
home and bed are all right when one 
i: too irk to be any place else. H ow ­ 
ever, the scientific facts prove that 
m ort of the calamities now charged 
to the common cold could be avoided 
if one would a t least stay a t home 
when this infection appears and re­ 
main there until it is cured. 
In fact, 
on a buri ness basis, it 1* the econmi- 
eal and wise procedure. 
F o r “ only 
a col*! 
may develop into a very r* ai 
illness; therefore, every precaution 
should 
be taken 
to minimize 
the 
spread of this infection.

FERTILIZER 
A P ­ 
PLIED BEFORE T R A N S P L A N T ­ 
ING BEST FOR ONIONS. 


A balanced fertilizer applied to the 
soil before the onions are tran sp lan t­ 
ed is a much m ore profitable prac­ 
tice than applying it in Ja n u a ry or 
February, according to experim ents 
conducted during the past several 
years a t the W inter Garden Fjxperi- 
m ent Station. 
Sid e-dressings of ni­ 
trate of soda and sulphate of a m ­ 
monia ar** not as profitable as com ­ 
monly supposed. 
In fact in cases 
where a well balanced fertilizer has 
already beer, applied at transplanting 
time, side-dressings of these m ateri­ 
als in Ja n u a ry and F'ebruary may 
even reduce the final yield. 
Where 
no fertilizer is applied a t transplant­ 
ing tim *. sidenilf swings of nitrogen­ 
ous fertilizers will usually increase 
yields slightly, but are not nearly as 
profitable a,- the balanced fertilizer 
applied before planting. 
On land which has not received 
much fertilizer in the past it is a 
good practice to apply 600 to OOO 
pounds per acre of a fertilizer such 
a# f>-15-0, or any equivalent am ount 
of fertilize! having the same ratio, 
th a t is, 
1-3-0. 
Also 300 to 350 
pound* of 11-4s -0 fertilizer will pro­ 
duce good result#.
